The latter three companies are 
buying rubber.

The British got in ahead of the 
Japanese on development of this 
region, which is adjacent to Ma- 
laya. Japanese firms thus far have 
been able to obtain only about 150 

tons of tin monthly. Japanese 
firms have been obtaining around 
2,000 tons of rubber per month. 

If Japan could get control of 
Thailand's entire rubber and tin 
output it would improve the na- 
tion's economic position to a great 
extent. 

With the powerful Mitsui and 
Mitsubishi interests eager to in- 
crease their operations in Thai- 
land it is natural for the goyern- 

ment to support them in every 
possible way. How far they are 
prepared to go remains to be 
seen, 

Japan has made much of her 
friendship for Thailand and re- 
cently was the arbiter in a dispute 
between Thailand and French 
Indo-China. Japan apparently now 
has become a Vichy-recognized 
protector of Indo-China in a move 
regarded by the United States as 
one of “conquest.” She may extend 
to Thailand the same kind of pro- 
tection”. afforded Indo-China 


QUIET CAMPAIGN 

If Thailand wants none of that 
sort of protection the Japanese 
could make an issue out of the 
activities in Tokyo of Phya Sry 
Senna, Thai minister. The Jap- 
anese have been building up @ 
quiet campaign aganst Sennay say- 
ing he is of Chinese descent and 
entirely unsympathetic with Jap- 
an's friendly intentions, 

The Japanese are resentful at re- 
atrictions which have kept their 
people out of the East Indies and 
the Philippines. One Japanese 
writer said this was a short-sighted 
policy because “development works 
at certain areas have proved suc- 
cessful only through Japanese in- 
genuity and endurance.”

Labor Troubles 
Keen Ministers 
In Ottawa Busy

OTTAWA, Aug. 4. — (CP)— 
Labor troubles at home promise 
to keep the government more 
closely occupied than the war 
overseas this week as they did 
last week. 

In the past six days the work 
stoppage at the great aluminum 
plante at Arvida, Que. the coal 
production “slowdown” in Cape 
Breton and the labor organization 
problems at the National Steel Car 
Company plant in Hamilton neces- 
sitated almost daily meetings of 
cabinet council. 


McLARTY IN CAPE BRETON 

This week finds Labor Minister 
McLarty in the Cape Breton area, 
giving personal attention to the 
slowdown program. of miners in 
some coal pits there, and an air of 
uncertainty about the situation at 
Arvida where the men are back at 
work, 

The situation at Hamilton ap- 
peared to be clarified pending 
negotiations looking toward an 
agreement between the company, 
now operated by E. J. Brunning, 
government-appointed controller, 
and the men. 

The government and Canadians 
as a whole were elated in the past 
week by safe arrival in England of 
a great army of Canadian troops— 
the bulk of the 3rd division—and 
of a huge convoy carrying war 
materials reporfed to be worth 
$400,000,000, without a single loss 
of men or ships. 

STAYS IN OTTAWA 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
who has made few public appear- 
ances and held no press conferences 
since his return July 12 from a 
Western Canada tour, presided over 
numerous cabinet and war commit- 
tee meetings during the week, and 
will resume them Tuesday, 

It is not now expected he will 
make any journeys away from Ot- 
tawa in the next week or two, 
and the possibility of his flying 
to London for a conference with 
Prime Minister Churchill seems 
less likely than a few weeks ago. 


Last week Mr. King welcomed to 
Canada the Duke of Kent, brother 
of the King, who now is on a coast 
to coast tour of Canadian air and 
military establishments. He enter- 
tained the duke at a government 
dinner Wednesday night and a more 
private function Friday evening at 
his country home in Kingsmere, in 
the nearby Gatineau hills. 


TO VISIT ROOSEVELT 


The Duke left Ottawa yesterday 
en route to Wninipeg by plane. Be 
fore his departure his secretary con- 
firmed » Washington despatch that 
the Duke would visit President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park, N.Y., Aug.

“Our hope in France and our con- 
fidence in you are unshakeable,” 
the Quebec premier told the French 
people. “We know that you will 
shake off your chains, We will help 
you and we' help you now. 

“We are fighting Hitlerism be- 
cause the parliament of Canada 
knew that Germany was out to con- 
quer the world, We are fighting 


against hate and against brutal 
force.”

HITLER DISAGREES 

Hitler did not agree, the paper 
continued, but followed the advice !

Labor conditions in Canada are de- 
veloping dangerous symptoms. Two or 
three strikes are now running or immi- 
nent all the time in large scale indus- 
tries connected with war production. 
The same tendencies show in the United 
States, last outcroppings of disturb- 
ance being strikes which have tied up 
construction of a new navy yard at 
Brooklyn and a submarine base at Key 
West, Florida. 

The root cause of these upheavals 
is the rising cost of living. Inflation 
is thrusting its disruptive influence into 
industry, slowing war efforts, causing 
loss of time, helping Hitler—and 
threatening to plunge both countries 
into a price-wage struggle, nation-wide 
and paralyzing. 

This fast-growing menace must be 
dealt with, now, and resolutely. There 
is no time to be lost, and no use hoping 
the eruptive force will peter out of it- 
self. It never does that while employ- 
ment is plentiful and consumer goods 
limited—as they must become more 
and more limited if war programs are 
to be carried out. Neither in Canada 
nor the United States can there be an 
all-out war effort if the public have to 
carry on also u battle of prices versus 


President Roosevelt has asked Con- 
soa for power to put up a price “ceil- 
g”’—in other ‘words, establish maxi- 
mum prices for the things which make 
up the average family list of purchases. 
That or some other method will 
have to be applied in Canada also if 
stability is to be maintained. Present 
controls have operated usefully to a 
degree, but they are not sufficient for 
the situation now developing. Some- 
thing more effective, even if more 
drastic, will have to be adopted or we 
shall have industrial and social chaos. 


The Doings At Dakar 


Reports which there is no reason 
to doubt say Dakar has been heavily 
fortified. The construction of a railway 
across the Sahara desert to that port is 
being pushed with all speed. At Rome, 
Virginio Gayda says the Axis powers 
now consider themselves at liberty to 
invade the western hemisphere—when 
occasion offers—and threatens they 
will avenge the action of a United 
States destroyer somewhere in drop- 
ping depth charges to protect itself 
against a prowling submarine. 

Dakar, it can only be assumed, is 
being prepared as a base for aggressive 
action in the Atlantic, and against the 
United States or countries in South 
America. Aside from this intent, there 
would be no purpose in strengthening 
the defences of the place. The war is 
thus being extended in prospect to the

most easily attacked, from which

Bombers at Lisbon or the Azores 
could leave there at dusk, be over New 
York or Halifax at dawn, set the city 
on fire, and be home again by mid- 
afternoon. 

There is now no such thing as 
geographic isolation.

continent. Ten years ago war could be 
confined and made only a regional con- 
flict. That is no longer possible. The 
Atlantic has been bridged. 


The Production Outlook 


Steps are being taken in the United 
States to increase the production of 
aluminum 25 per cent, to a total of 
1,600,000 tons per year. 

This is typical of what is happening 
there and elsewhere in respect to 
numberless kinds of commodities, un- 
der pressure of war needs. The war is 
giving the finishing blows to the age of 
scarcity. Sponsored by governments in 
all countries, facilities are being ex- 
panied for the production of so many 

inds of things it is difficult to suggest 
one which will not be available in more 
than past peace-time requirements 
when the war-occupied industries turn 
again to the making of civilian goods. 

Whatever else the coming post-war 
era may be, it will be an age of plenty 
such as we have not seen before. Even 
in the darkest days of the late de- 
pression there was here and there a 
shortage or near-shortage of some- 
thing, which kept the wheels turning 
and men employed. Surpluses did not 
exist everywhere and of all commod- 
ities. It is quite certain they will be 
far more numerous when peace re- 
turns again. 

This is the starting point from 
which peace-time policies should be 
studied and planned in advance—the 
greatly increased all-round productive 
plant with which the world is being 
equipped, and the millions who are 
being trained in specialized industry. 
By what means can the enlarged pro- 
duct be most widely distributed and the 
average standard of living raised? 
That is the question which deserves as 
much attention as can be spared from 
the immediate problems of carrying on 
the war.

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Disease Threatens Europe 


Coming Winter May Bring Much * 


Suffering Is Opinion 
Of Experts 
By HAROLD L WEIR 

As Europe approaches its third year of 
war, it draws near to a highly critical 
period when the twin threats of hunger 
and digease are expected to assume dan- 
gerous proportions for the first time in this 
conflict. 

Health experts, anxiously watching the 
fluctuations in the limited and generally 
unsatisfactory statistics * 
which still are available, 
admit the existence of 
ideal epidemic conditions 
and even express some 
surprise that the out- 
breaks already reported 
ate relatively few. - 

Just as in the last war, 
when it required two 
years for hunger to make 
itself apparent in the 
general health SolT oe 
of European peo 80 
now the signs of Fmainu. Harela L. Welr 
trition are becoming evident and are ex- 
pected to increase, 

Isolated disease figures are of little 
value to the laymen and even the experts 
are having their troubles. Not much as 
actual numbers so much as soaring, un- 
seasonal rises in mortality rates are the 
signs for which the health detectives 
search, But mortality rates require accur- 
ate population statistics, and these are as 
uncertain in Europe today as tomorrow's 
breakfast. 


Flowing Populations 

French officials in Marseilles, for 
instance, believed there were more than 
1,000,000 persons in that city. A census 
for rationing purposes showed less than 
800,000, a difference that would have 
thrown mortality rates one-fourth out 
of line. 

Whole areas have been cleared or 
crowded, as the waves of conquest rolled 
over the continent. Millions of refugees 
have taken to the road; millions of men 
have been shifted about as war prisoners 
or imported laborers; perhaps another 
1,000,000 “resettlers” have made their 
weary ways to new homes. 

Then, there are other difficulties. 
Communication is slow. What reporting 
systems existed in rura] areas often have 
disappeared completely with the collapse 
of governments. 

German figures, fairly complete for 
the Reich, show only the incidence of 
communicable disease and not the mortal- 
ity rates for some of the oecupied areas to 
the east. Russia, a reservoir of disease as 


well as raw materials, has provided no | 


health figures since 1938. 

The one place in the world to which 
anything like regular reports still come is 
the Epidemiological Intelligence Service 
of the League of Nations, where a staff 
now reduced to three undertakes to make 
the ever-changing picture. 

; It is from their weekly publications 
that the following is pieced together. 
Typhus Worst Danger 

Typhus, the louse-borne scourge that 
wiped out a sixth of the Rumanian people 
and killed from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
Russians during the last war, is the great- 
est danger and the greatest unknown. 

Stemming more directly from mal- 
nutrition js tuberculosis, which is already 
On the increase and may be expected tu go 
sharply up in areas where food problems 
are especially difficult next winter. 

_ Measles has taken its toll, particularly 
in England, where like everything else the 
diseazse had fallen into 
predictable cycles, varying from area to 
area, which have been completely upset 
by the shifting of bomb refugee young- 
sters. Typhoid swept through former 
Poland after the collapse of the govern- 
ment under the pounding of the German

Among the unknowns, however, are 
the walled Ghettoes of Warsaw, Lublin, 
and Cracow, where hundreds of thousands 
of Jews are crowded into areas that can 
accommodate only a fraction of their 
number. A German-language newspaper 
in the General-Gouvernement gave some 
hint of the situation, last spring, when it 
boasted that in March there were only 224 
cases of typhus in Warsaw, of which 190, 
the newspaper said, were inside the 
Ghetto, 

The German authorities are carryin 
On extensive investigations in the contro 
of the disease, among other items offtring 
Jews a few zlotys to permit lice to feed on 
their bodies for the purpose of the experi- 
ment—almost the only way the Jews can 
earn money. - 


Fate Unknown 

Another of the medical mysteries of 
Europe is the fate of the thousands of 
Tefugees who fled the German army as it 
moved into Poland, only to be engulfed by 
the Red forces from the other direction 
and presumably compelled to spend the 
winter with what little money and cloth- 
ing they were able to bring with them into 
a region where typhus is perpetually 
present. 

None but the Russians knows the 
answer to this, 

Typhus is a disease of winter time 
when people wear heavy clothing—and 
lice—and it reaches its peak in March or 
April, largely disappearing in the summer. 
It is the early spring of next year which 
the experts will watch most closely, It is 
related, also, to another European prob- 
lem—that of fats. No soap, no baths, lice, 
typhus—the cycle is a dangerous one. 

North Africa’s typhus, in Morocco and 
Algeria, seems to steam more directly 
from the problem of food. Each time 
there is a reduced diet, with its corre- 
sponding reduction in people's resistance, 
the reservoir of disease breaks through to 
the surface. This occurred already this 
spring and the food.situation there has 
not improved. There were sufficient cases 
reported, even in Spain, last April and 
May, so that for a while the closing of the 
Spanish-Portuguese border was contem- 
plated. 

_ Two factors mitigate against any such 
widespread outbreaks of disease, par- 
ticularly of typhus, as occurred during the 
last war. One is the development of 
vaccines which provide either temporary 
immunity or greatly reduce the mortality. 

Both Germany and Italy are preparing 
these in large quantities. 

The other is the control of most of 
Europe by an ironhanded police power in 
the German army and health authorities 
which is perfectly capable of taking and 
will not hesitate to take any measures

Premier Godbout of Quebec. who has 
declared the intention of his province to 
make war sacrifices equal to those of the 
other provinces of Canada, has good 
ground for complaint against whoever set 
the recruiting quotas in the recent cam- 
paign for 32,000 additional men for service 
overseas. 

Quebec made a better showing {han 
any other province in Canada, and British 
Columbia the poorest. At one time it 
looked as if B.C. would fail to make its 
quota—a reflection on a province that has 
contributed men so generously before. 

Now it is discovered that on the basis 
of eligible population—single men and 
childless widowers between the ages of 
19 and 45 inclusive—the percentage quota 
for Quebec was set at only about one-third 
that of British Columbia. It was less than 
half that set for every other province in 
Canada. 

Whether intended to be so or not, this 
acts as reflection upon the eligible man- 
hood of Quebec. Who was it that assumed 
Quebec would be far behind the sister 
provinces in answering the call? Who 
made the step less than half as high as 
that for Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberia and British Columbia? He did an 
invidious act of comparison both to Que- 
bec, which far exceeded its required con- 
| tribution, and to British Columbia which 
had difficulty in meeting the three to one 
handicap imposed on it. 

If Canada is to be a united country

Both Theodore Roose- 
velt and Woodrow Wilson were successful 
writers for money before becoming Presi- 
dent—Roosevelt as a writer on current 
events and Wilson as author of standard 
works on the American Constitution and 
History. 

Most successful of all from a money 
point of view, and most tragic from the 
viewpoint of human suffering and need, 
was President Ulysses S. Grant. To proe 
vide for his family, after he fell victim to 
cancer, he wrote his “Memoirs.” Toward 
the end, he was unable to speak, and was

Debate Degenerates Into Violent * 


Collision of Opinion, Says 
Columnist

If free speech is not to degenerate into 
mere shouting and name-calling, we shall 
have to define this issue and debate it. For 
the right of every one to say anything he 
pleases is only the beginning, and it is 
not the end of freedom of speech. The end 
and purpose of free speech is to arrive at 
the truth by a meeting of minds in open 
debate. If experience had 
not shown that by free- 
dom men get at more of 
the truth and are able to 
reach truer conclusions 
for their actions than 
under despotism, the case 
for freedom of speech 
would not be impressive. 

That is why, as a mat- 
ter of fact, a certain 
underlying disgust with ( 
uberty had developed in / j 
those countries — for “~* 4 
example, in pre-Vichy W. Lippmann 
France and in pre-Fascist Italy—where 
the press was corrupt, the pagiament 
irresponsible and demagogic, public utter- 
ance malicious, tricky and cunning. The 
right to freedom of speech did not produce 


honest debate which ended in practical | 


decisions, and this failure of liberty, this 
spectacle of corruption, inanity and 
paralysis, caused men to lose faith in lib- 
erty and to defend it weak!y, and wearily 


to surrender it. There is no lasting vigor | 


in freedom of speech unless men insist 
upon the virtue of free speech; unless 
mere loud speaking, mere public uttering, 
mere broadcasting and deciairning are 
brought down to truth and reality by 
cross-examination and debate. Issuing 
statements, delivering speeches, writing 
articles and then taking Gallup polls are 
not the whole of free speech: the fulfil- 
ment of freedom of speech is debate which 
compels the speaker to prove his case or 
change his position.

It's funny how parents hate to 
see their children use their left 
hands, If a child so much as picks 
up a toy with the left hand—and 
all children use either hand in in- 
fancy—the mother is quick to say, 
“Here, Darling, take it in your 
right hand"—As if it mattered 

However ambidextrous a baby 
seems to be, in time he comes to 
favor one hand over the other. 
Predominantly, persots favor the 
right hand because the left side 
of the brain (which sends mess- 
ages to the moter centers on the 
right side of the body) is dom- 
inant, When the reverse is true, 
the left motor centers are the 
favored ones and people use their 
left hands with the same facility 
with which others use their right 
hands, 

There is a marked tendency these 
days to leave natural handedness 
undisturbed, Parents used to lovk 
upon left-handedness as some per- 
verse humor of the, child's which 
must, be squashed at any cost, They 
went so far as to tie up the left 
hand so that the child was forced | 
to use the right, 

As one might suspect, this train- 
ed the right hand, of course, but 
developed difficulties of which the 
parents were unaware or deemed 
unrelated to the change, Speech 
difficulties cropped up oftenest, 
though skills themselves suffered 
when the child was made to use 
his “awkard hand.” 

One outstanding example of 
which I have heard denotes how 
far-reaching the damage may be 
when handedness is disturbed. 

A boy of 13 has been unable to 
learn to read, His intelligence quo- 
tient always has been normal. In 
every other way he seems to be 
a “bright” boy. Naturally, his pro- 


|gress In school has been hampered 
|by his inability to learn to read. 


He now can manage only a third 
reader with help. 

A study of this boy in city and 
state clinics uncovered the one 
outstanding fact that he was a na- 
turally, left-handed child who had 
forced himself to be right-handed 
through a tremendoys loyalty and 
admiration for his grandfather, An 
antagonism to a left-handed father 


seemed to have inspired him to 
want to imitate the grandfather 
and not the father, 


Unfor-unately 13 years of prac- 
tice with the right hand had made 
it impossible for him to make the 
shift back with any chance of suc- 
cess. This is obviously a most un- 
usual and exaggerated case, but one 
cannot help but think what a dif- 
ferent life this boy might have 
had had he followed his natural 
bent toward left-handedness,
